The COLOMAL SECRETARY re B relted 
much that ho could not vote for the recep- 
tion of Ihe petition. Tho honor.ihlo and 
learned memter fur St. Yineent bed made it 
appear clear to liim, thai il was the practice of 
Parliament to reject such petitions, nnd 
by their own rules nnd orders, where 
atich cases as the present were not 
specially provided far in the manner pre- 
scribed tiy the 27lh section of the 5lh and (5th 
Viet. c. 7d, tho Council was to be governed in 
its proceedings by the rides and practice of 
Pariiamenr, 

Mi. WINDEYEH : The hoti Coionial-Se- 
cielary vras mistaken if he thought it was the 
first lime Uiat the attention of the Council hod 
been called to the parllouloriulBofParlisineni. 
The practice! of Pari turn en l wiih regard to such 
petitions as that which had bean presented, had 
been the subject of discussion, and the Council 
had given sctch an interpretation to tlio ru)o on 
admitted of the reception of such petitions, 
Hsving interpreted tbe lnwso, having acted on 
that interpretation , they weie h^urid to abide 
by it, for tlio interpretation became o part of 
the low itself. Ha thought they hud inter- 
preEcd tbe law rightly, even tbough tho inter- 
pretation should be opposed to tbe practice of 
Farheuiont, He saw no objection lo ministers 
at home, pajseasine; the power to 
oiiginatc all money votes, because oiiniatera 
tat in Parliament by tho permission 
of Parliament alone. If they did not 
propose such voles as were required, the House 
would vote against thciUi and out they would 
go I but tlo each contingency attached to the 
eovern merit here. The interpretations which 
were put on any law was part of the law, and 
the law must be readoceorrlinrr to auutt inter- 
prdation, 

Br. LAX'.j did not think this petition 
involved a money votei for, aa it prayed the 
House to affirm the principle with retjttrd to the 
salsriea of tho petitioners, which it had adopted 
the pieviotu session, doubtless the House hod 
continually teceived petitions of the Mine na- 
ture, and it would seem liersli to refuse ihe prc- 
rCnt one. 

The ATTOtlMEV. GENERAL thoueht they 
had no right to receive the petition. They 
wero bound in cases lite the present, where 
no apecitiu riile was made, to abide by the 
practice of Parliament, end petitions atich as 
that presented by the honorable and reverend 
member were not received by Parliament, lie 
though), too, that the rule was a wholesome 
ere, and list ihs Council would do well lo re- 
fuse to accept peli lions calling; upon litem to 
ssk tho Governor to expend money. Such a 
course mi !■ hi lead to great iticonatsiencies, for 
a thin die us a might vote an address to His 
Excellency to pledo a turn on, the estimates, 
and a further attendance of members might 
decline to vole jijeh sum, 

Mr. WE NT WORTH : It had been conceded 
that the course whiih had been adopted by 
the Council was to receive auoh petitions, end 
if there were any douhl on that hoad, a re- 
ference Its their votes and proceedings would 
act it at res!. 3 tit lha Council had not 
adopted that course inadvisedly, aa the honor- 
able Colonial Secretary uppeared to imagine. 
Tho Council was fully cotmissntaf the standing 
Older of Parliament, when Ih&y adopted EhaE 
course. But they had not interpreted the 
order as the Colonial Secretary interpreted it ; 
and the interpretation they had put upon it 
became a part of the order itself and could not 
now be set aside. If that interpretation were 
found to give rise to any inconvenience, it 
might be remedied by making n standlnc; order 
for the purpose ; but ha thought Id make any 
rule eaohidint; petitions like the present would 
be most objectionable. He did not think it 
was well that the uncontrolled, uninfluenced 
power, of spending or withholding the public 
money should rest soiely with the Governor, 
and in proof of this, ho n ould ask the Council 
what won Id have become of tha roada and 
bridges, if the pet i lions of last session had been 
ejected, not ftpetmy would have been placed 
upon tho estimates. Me could not causae with 
the honorable and learned member fot St, Yin* 
cent in hit views with regard to tho matter, 
nnd he should earnestly resist any measure 
for keeping back aucb petitions from their 
Houso. 

Mr. COWPER thought the Council ouchl to 
adhere strictly to Ihs rules they had made for 
their own governance, and one of thtso rules 
was, that in all casea where specific provisions 
was not made, that they should be guided by 
the rules and jractiec, of Parliament. The 
practice of Parliament had been explained hy 
the honorable and learned member lor&t, Yin- 
cent, and lie thought they ought 10 be bound 
by it. There weie good reasons why sueh a 
course should be pureued i and although peti- 
tions like the present might be rejected, it 
would not prevent Ihe right of that House to 
sddressthe Government on any subject con- 
tenting the expenditure of the public money. 

The COLONIAL SECKETAltTf thought it 
would be well tu have a decision of the House 
on such a manor ; nnd perhaps the honornble 
and learned member for St. Yintent would pul 
his objection into the shape of tt motion, aa he 
felt it would be almost invidioua Eo reject the 
present petition after the course which had 
been so uniformly adsipted by the House, 

Mr. PAliltBR thought that to pounce 
down on lhat petition would be an ungracious 
act; but lie Quite agreed with the honorable 
member for Cumberland, that the House 
would bo best consulting, lut own dignity and 
its n-,viL rights. If they declined to receive all 
such petitions, ^

INJECTOR JOHN PEARCE. 

Mr. WINDliYJill had another petition of 
the same description to present, and he sup- 
posed it would be met with the snrao objec- 
tions. Still he felt bound lo present it, aa the 
Cou noil had uniformly received Buch, petitions, 
and ho thought It would bo sharp work if they 
at once without notice altered their course. 
Tha interpretation they had put upon the rule 
of Parliament, whether right or wrong, was 
the interpretation by which they should abide. 
The petition was from one John Peart-e, en 
Inapccitrin tho Sydney Police. Pearco had 
arrested BDme parties lor robbing a woman 
named Rachel IVoJdan, and ho toot some 
money from them, end subsequently received a 
further sum from another party. After these 
parties had been ttie d, Peatce applied to Hie 
Honor Ihs Chief Justice us to Ehe party to 
whom lie woe to give up the money, and was 
instructed to give it tu Weldon's husband ; he 
did so, but the party on whom he had found it 
ausd him for tho demand in tho Court of Re- 
quests, and obtained u judgment Bgiirut him, 
Pearce had in the first mstame tended the 

moueyEoihoSheriff;buialthoiighrJimofricet 
waa pretty much in the habit of taking money 
fioun panic*— of couria he meant officially— ha 
declined lo do so on this oreasion. Pesree 
therefore became liable for the dsbt, and eitc- 
oulion having been entcrsd up sgsinst him, 
he was sold off, although tho whole of his 
orTccts were insulflcicnt to discharge the debt. 
He hud inclfect been ruined, by following tho 
advice given him by the Chiet Jmti.ce, He 
might add to the credit of Peart-e, ihata sub- 
scription had been raiser, for him by the men 
under his control, amounting tu ^omc£lB or 
£i!0| but he hud refused to accept it, consider- 
ing he could oat do eo and retain that inde- 
pendence ar,d control over the force that ho 
ought to en cruise. He thought the caste was a 
very hud one, and that Pesree was entitled to 
cotnpnntMion. Ho should move that tho peti- 
tion be read. 
Mr. WEKTWORTH seconded the motion, 
lit. WlNDEYEll moved that the petition 
be receive!.

would withdraw his motion, 

The question was pul lo the House. thntMr. 
WES T WORTH he allowed to withdraw the 
motion for a call of Ihe House, audit was 
carried.

LAWOFLlllEL. 

Mr. WIN I) EVER, in putsuauce of notice, 
moved for leave to bringin a llill to amend the 
law respecting defamatory words and libel. 
The Hill which he wished to present waja 
simply a transcript of the English Act passed 
some few years since; he would himself have 
preferred to Imve seen tho working of the 
English Act for a few years, but aomeof his

PORT PHILLIP SEPARATION. 
Mr. liREWSTEll rose to move, that an Ad- 
drcsa be presented lo His Excellency the Gover- 
nor, requesting that His Excellency will be 
pleased to cause Lo he laid upon the Tnblo of 
this Bouse, copies of all Despatches. Corre- 
spondence, and Evidence, received by His 
Lacellency and the Executive Council, con.- 
ec ruing the separation of Port Phillip from 
Kew South Wales, He had no doubt thit to 
many of the honorable members present the 
motion of which he had given notice would 
appear more Worthy of ridicule than attention, 
yet he thought lie should be able, without 
irespajssing upon the House at any length, to 
establish the reasonableness of his tequeHl for 
the produotioo of those documents, it would 
probably be known lo such honorable members 
as . lock on imcreat in tho affairs of Port 
Phillip, lhat an t-nouiry has recently been in- 
stituted by His Excellency the Governor and 
ihe Executive Council, in cgrtforrnity with In- 
structions front ho ma, into tlio truth end jus- 
tice of the statements made by tho people 
of the Southern District nf the. cokity 
in favour of separation. During this en- 
ouiry many wttnesaes hnd been examined, 
much correspondence taken place, despatches 
forwarded by Mr, La Trobo and the Governor, 
and such a body of cvidente collected as mual 
be extremely interesting to the people to whom 
it related, bearing us it did oti a question tha 
determination of which must vitally affect the 
well-being; of a territory of r,8,001> square miles 
These papers would show whether the m □ve- 
in ant be futile snd destructive, tu asserted by 
the people on Lhat side of the colony; ot 
whether it was founded or admitted oil demnn- 
BlTRtibla facts, and unanawerablo arguments, 
sa alleged by the people of the other aide. Into 
these reasoning! it was not his intention 
enter, yet as to a few of the contents of these 
documents it was necessary ho should nliudc. 
At tho head of them must be slated the fact 
that there ia an annually increasing surplus 
revenue raised in Port Phillip, which instead 
of beiny appropriated lo the wants of the 
district, waa abstracted from ii, and spent tn 
other parts of tbe colony, Last year tho Bur. 
plus was £<S,0ri0, the year before that £30,OQO, 
and the year before that £17,000 ; and from 
the comineneeinonl of the settlement in 18311 
to that lime, Perl Phillip had been drained of 
at least £250.000 lo its own great loss, and eo 
aupply the deficiencies of its northern neigh- 
bours; not that U,. would contend that all 
moneys rniscd in any part of the oouutryVnould 
be expended Eheru i but he did consider the 
nearer approximation m ado lo such a system 
the better. A large revenue derived 
from a country without injuring or op' 
preising it showed it to have large 
resources. Then it was tha duty 
of a wise Government la fester and develope, 
which could only be done by art equal liberal 
expenditure, and here he would briefly say 
that there was no similarity between ihe ques- 
tion of Separation and the present ngirotion of 
Ihe Repeal of tho Union of Great llrttain and 
Ireland. In New South Wsle* tliey had a 
new, thinly peopled country, with a widely 
scattered pastoral population, tho territory for 
which an independent government was claimed 
being larger than nil Great Britain nnd Ireland, 
and Us chief towns distant from a week tu a 
fortnights r journey ; there the very reverse of all 
mis was ttie case— an old country, dentety 
peopled, united by Blsam eg one large city, and 
where tho disniembermcnl of a pert would be 
the destruction ol the entire; but in- 
stead of ad vet ting to apeetiltitioiiH of this sort, 
ho should confine himself to what these papers 
must allude lo as consequences of ihenbalrae- 
tionoftheirrcvenueJIIewiahedBome honorab! e 
members who drivE down in their carriages 
to- that Houso from ilicir residences near Syd- 
ney, on rssde like velvet, could byway of 
change and experiment be induced to try i 
few hours jolting through the muddy, rutty 
stumpy streets of Melbourne ; the only ve- 
hicle he ever knew to have listed there even 
a moderate time, was eve of that most facial 
close, made Originally lo ply on the " Hock 
Hoild," an outside jaunting car belonains to 
his Honor the Superintendent, in Inland, 
known OB j initio. Nor could any vehtclu less 
tough live in streets, not on* of which was 
perfect or thoroughly passable. How long 
might he ask would it be endured in Sydney, 
orwherethero was. n lotal Government h How 
long' would it he tolerated, lhat a town like 
Melbourne, for every acre of which the Go- 
vernment received at least £300, and for some 
as high as £SO0a an acre, should be guttered to 
have as its boundary on one bide, an extensive 
awamp, from which it was not necessary to be 
a medical man lo know that the exhalations 
snd evenoralian must be highly prejudicial to 
health, and as its boundary on the other, a 
series of rivulets or chasms, eight feat wide, 
equally deep, in wet ivcothcr flooded, in.dry a 
stranger would take tlietn to be beds of rivers, 
rendering any approach to ihe town perfectly 
dangerous. These papers will also show lhat 
Geelong, Portland, and blhcr towns, were 
equally neglected ; and not confining 
themselves to tow oh, would go out to 
tho country, whera it would appear that tbe 
sarnoayatem Of neglect prevailed. Ho believed 
there was not in her Majesty's dominions a 
more beautiful, productive, and fertile aciri- 
oulturnl country than tltot within Sevan miles 
of Melbourne— llcidleberg— end for which the 
owners hove paid from £2 to £]« nil sere, 
The Government was celling lend there at 
£tf an sere— yet tlio roads were in such an 
abominably tteBperolo stale, that filming even 
there, in tho vicinity of tho town, ni 
o hasnrttouB and losing oceupaiiou. A few j 
miles from fliet place, on the River Plenty, 
he had s section of iand, on n portion of 
which a tenant left a small crop of 
five acres of excellent wheat, worth £35, 
yet was only able to gat £o for It, tho expense 
of-enrrioge overbad roada nreventlng a pur- 
chaser givinf; more.- He msintaioed 1e was the 
duty of Government, having received large 
sums forwstte binds, to make streets and roads 
through them, the ownnrB nnd Corporation 
could afierwaids easily keep them in repair, 
bulnllpurulmiors (mild do at firetwasto pay 
for tho lunds, fence, fa™, und build on them, 
but to compel them olio to inske Bisects nnd 
roada through s wilderness would ha their ruin, 
liut these pnpets will not Ineicly show tho mis- 
approprijuion of their revenue, but also the 
evils resulting from the vast extent of country 
attempted to be grasped by one government. 
He might mcnLion as a single example, that 
all letters forwarded to the colony by 
the monthly packet were sent in tbe 
the first instance to Srdney, because Sydney 
was the capital of the colony. All tlioso ships 
pasa by the heads nn'ort Phillip, knock, as it 
were at their doors, but IrHMllf of deliverlne. 
there the letters for the district, came on u 
journey ceeupyingfmm a week li B fortnighi, 
where, after beint; sorted, the Idlers for Pert 
Phillip were sent back over the eatne course, 
losing another week or fortnight, rtnd in addi- 
tion saddled Willi an increased postage of. Ilf* 
teen. pence. Again, a sum of £til.a 17 US, yd. 
was laai year collected in Porl Phillip from til c 
LHnrJ Fund, yet of this no mora than a sum of 
ttJia Osi id, was expended on emigration. 
The enaacqurace was, that the demand and 
Bcarcity of labour wan auoh, that conviata from 
Vsa Dlnmen's Idiad wire being introduced Into 



that part of tbe colony (it the rate of from l.'Jw, 
SOU per month. This egatn, as frequently 
shown hy llie learned Judgea, hod led to a con- 
siderable increase of crime, so much so that 
life Hnd property were quite an protected, from 
the itienfcicncy and small ritimlcrof the Police, 
Upon litis nintter strung reprctentationB hud 
been made, both by the Mayor of Melbourne 
and Mr. Latrohe ; and indeed unless the police 
force were at once nnd largely increased 
throughout the district, these convicts would 
be able to rove about ihe town and country 
committing all aorta of crime with perfect im- 
punity, and without fear of app relic nstou — their 
numbers Hetting the authorities at defiance. In 
faet. in ail the public departments these papera 
would show that it local government would be 
of rho greatest advanEage t— society, religion, 
education, ilienborigines, all HOuh! be boncllttcil 
by their change. Aa to the Proteclorslc, he be. 
licved lhat body had been universally allowed 
lobe almost uselcBs. He defied them lo point 
out a single hliek reclaimed from barbatiain, 
A privateaociety lately formed near Melbourne, 
quietly done more good than this expen- 
sive establishment since lla foundation. The 
youth throughout tho country were growing 
up in a complete state of ignorance for want of 
some general eyatcm of education — nor was

either civil or criminal coses take place for a 
territory. of 68,000 square miiea, Tbia was 
done with a view to " economy. That dis- 
tinguished Inminsry of tho law—he should use 
stronger expression, in his absences-Judge 
Willie, undertook, in addition to tiding as 
Lord Chancellor, a full Bench of Judges, and 
single Judge, also in do the duties of Chair, 
man of Quarter Sessions; and thus apparentlv 
Save the country the expense of the Chairman's 
salary, £350 a-yoar— the result had been an 
increase of expense, and denial of justice 
throughout thu district. Witnesses, prosecu- 
tors, magistrates, and conatnblca. must be 
brought distances of from 100 i D 200 miles to 
attend trials in Melbourne; but generally 
rather than incur the trouble, cipenec, und 
frequently the lost of property, which these 
journey tugs involved, crime remained un- 
punished, or they take the law into their 
own hands, nnd club law prevails; for 
all the inhabitants of the other pirn or the 
district wero deprived of tbe privilege of sating 
tut jurors, snd on those ia Melbourne wsa 
thrown the entire burden. Tho conlrast 
between this srata of ihingB nnd what chimed 
in the middle district was remarkable. There 
they had three Jud ges, an Attorney and Soli- 
citor General, Chairman of Quarter Sessions, 
Crown Prosecutor, and many ethers, all going 
the circuits— nl Port Phillip, hut one Judge, 
who never leaves Melbourne ; justice was sought 
hereto be brought to every msn'a door, the 
object there was to bring the moun- 
tain to Mahomet - — not Mahomet to the 
mtjiihlnin - both Judge Therry and 
n'Heckett have protested against acting 
in tho Court of Quarter Sessions, 
each considering it ridiculous to have 
so many appeal from, himself in one 
Court lo himself in anoihcr. They alio re- 
commended that the Court should be a Circuit 
one. Hs understood Judge a'Hcckett declined 
a I together sitting at Quarter BesBioria, Pass- 
ing over all other subjects la which theie 
papers muslreftr, he should mention but one 
other motive why ha should desire to have 
them laid heforo the House, It was only 
reasonable to have expected when the investi- 
gation was taking place about Separation, that 
tho Executive Council would have directed 
some of tho persons roost Interested in (he 
question — persons resident on tha spot— to 
have been examined, air. Latrobe, he be- 
lieved, furnished a report, but it wiie thought 
advisable by the people that some from 
themselves Bhould giva evidence. The Major, 
among others, elated his views, which he was 
requested to commit to paper find send to the 
Executive Council i thedocurnsnt he furnished 
would not bo received, but was returned by tlio 
Governor, It heiug alleged that it contained 
some expressions disrespectful to His Excel- 
lency. Hu begged to say, when he read the 
paper he did not imagine it would bo possible 
for any one to construe any portion Ol its iaa- 
guBge inio that of offence— he felt SBsurcd 
that Dr. Pnlmer was the last man who would 
willingly use any terms that mighr be eon. 
sidercd either insulting or diarespectfut~h.e 
should consequently wish to have tho papers 
called for, produced, in order ,to con- 
trast thum with that of the Mayor 
of Melbourne, and he : would venture 
to OSaerl, that from the comparison, it 
would be made manifest that it was impossible 
for any one who gave his opinion fully snd 
impartially on this question, to do so in terms 
less obiectionable than those uacd by Dr. Psl- 



mcr. Tba Corporation of Melbourne had fully 
itlenliticd itself with, and concerned in, the 
statements nf the Mayor, and ordered S00 
copies of the document to he printed, end s 
copy forwarded to the Secretary of StsteJor the 
Colonies for his opinion. If it waa only to 
make ihia comparison, he should like to see 
tbepaprrs for which he had called ; but ho was 
also anxious they should be placed with as 
Utile delay ns possible before the House and 
tho country, on account of the variety of In- 
trinsically interesting nnd important matters 
which they contain, and to some of which he 
had now bi icily adverted. 

Captain O'CONlfELL teeonded tho motion 
for the add rem. 

The COLONIAL SECRETAllY mi, that 
it was wiih considerable regret that he fell 
himself compelled to oppose the motion now 
brought before the House ; and the grester wsi 
his regret, inasmuch iisthis was the iital miller 
of importance which the honorable member 
who had moved, and hie colleague who had as- 
cended tho motion, had brought before the 
House. Ho (the Colonial Secretary) felt as 
much interest iu the welfare of Port Phillip as 
in the Sydney Distiict— or any other portion of 
ihe colony ; still he must oppose the present 
motion. It waa well known that the whole 
question Involved in the motion had been marie 
subjecr of special inquiry by the Exceulivo 
Government, under reference from Iho Homo 
Government, and the Executive Government 
hnd received evidence oral nnd docuineutnl, 
from those who wished for separation, ond 
from those who were opposed to separation ; — - 
and lha whole of the evidence eo taken, all Iho 
iufuimation that could he obtained, had keen 
forwarded to Her Majesty's Government. Tho 
documents, the evidence of tho parties examin- 
ed wero no longer within the oonttuj of the 
Executive hero i they had bsen scnE to ahighcr 
suthority, and it would be againaE all precedent 
to produce such documents before a deci- 
sion hnd been pronounced upon litem 
by the high authority to which they 
had been referred. He should not Ink* up the 
time of the Council, ha said, in statinrr his 
opinion upon the general question of Separa- 
tion; hut at the same liane he would not al- 
low all ihe statements of the honorable and 
learned member from Melbourne to pass un- 
noticed. Doubtless, amongst the grievances 
enumerated hereafter, would be tho refusal of 
the . despatches, correspondence, etc., now 
asked for; but if tliey were asked for at a 
proper time, no*t year, probably there would 
be no longer any reason for refuuiriE litem. 
The h one ruble and lesined member had rm- 
ei'iccd that the Sydney or Middle District had
